ot the teachers of Adams county was 
held in Brua Chapel on last Thursday. 
The meeting was more largely attend- 
ed than ever before, 125 teachers hav- 
ing registered as against 100 of pre- 
ceding meeting and it is supposed that 
1'ally 150 were in attendance as it is 
always found impossible to obtain a 
full registration. Three-fourth of the 
teachers were present to receive that 
inspiration and helpfulness that this 
meeting has always given. 


Supt. H. Milton Roth first spoke to 


(he teachers calling their attention to 
a. number of subjects to be considered 
at this time. Referring to the organi- 
zations in a number of the townships, 
for educational meetings he said, that 
the teachers of Liberty, Reading, Ham- 
ilton, Straban, Tyrone, Franklin, Cum- 
berland. Mountjoy, Menallen, Latimore 
and Huntington. had already organiz- 
ed and that he hoped all the townships 
would organize and hold monthly edu- 
cational meetings with programs made 
up in part by the children and in part 
by the teachers 
discussing helpful 


questions. 
During the noon recess, 


several new organizations were report- 
ed. Hamiltonban. Butler and Bigler- 
ville. East Berlin, Abbottstown and 
Berwick. 


Prof. Roth next referred to the Read 


ing Course usually fixed at the County 
.Institute and was of the opinion that 
it would be better to have the course 
named at the summer meeting, so the 
1 etchers would have the opportunity 
of the three months before institute 
and indicated that the Reading Course 
this year would include School man- 
agement and the History of Educa- 
tion, part of last year's course and 
lhat the new book to be read would 
be "The Teaching of the District 
Schocl." Prof. Roth expressed him- 
self as specially pleased with the work 
of the teachers as shown by their ex- 
aminations upon last year's Reading 
Course. All teachers were advised to 


a well disciplined school, the pupils 
take their place in order and are dis- 
missed in order. This does not mean 
tip-toeing around. Feet are made to 
walk on and children ought to be al- 
lowed to walk naturally. Teachers 
ought to have some system of signals 
readily understood. In this day of free 
supplies teachers become a kind of dis- 
tributing clerk and should have a mon- 
itor to help in this work. Badly heat- 
ed or over heated rooms are causes of 
disorder, \feachers with a loud nasal 
tone will find their school reflecting 
the tone a>y being noisy. A quiet de- 
meanor is the right spirit, in a well 
organized school there will be bad pu- 
pils but as they develop they can be 
treated individually instead of punish- 
ing the whole school. Every teacher 
should have rules, the fewer the better 
and then see that they are enforced. 
Seldom resort to whipping and never 
to scolding. A little heart to heart 
talk with a pupil or the school wil 
often do the work, but don't do to 
much of it, as it may take the forn 
of preaching. The eye is the best in 
strument the teacher has with whicl 
to rule the school and check mischief 
and to reach the pupils individually 
the teacher must know the children 
and get that knowledge in their home 


Prof. Roth opened the afternoon ses

Prof. Wagner then addressed the 


meeting on "The Recitation," saying 
that discipline was the rock upon 
which the career of more teachers is 
wrecked than any other and the one 
upon which the visiting directors will 
judge the school but the work of the 
teacher revolves around recitation as 
well as discipline. Every good recita- 
tion consists in three things, assign- 
ment of lessons, preparation of lessons 
and recitation itself. It was declared 
to be a mistake to assign without in- 
struction as a teacher is in school to 
instruct and not to hear lessons. Old 
method was to learn words and recite 
words. A lesson should be assigned 
so as to suggest something to interest 
the pupil. Teachers must make prep- 
aration to be successful. The ques- 
tion to many teachers is not what a 
noun is but how can I get into some 
thick headed boy to know what a noun 
is. The pupil has a right to recite the 
lesson. He knew of a school in which 
he teacher did the talking and the pu- 
lils enduring it. In a good recitation 
the pupil recites. The recitation is 
deal when the teacher asks a question 
and every member of class mentally 
'orm an answer to that question and 
some pupil is called on to recite and 
hat pupil rises and gives an answer 
o question loud enough to be heard 
by all members of class and pupils 
:ompare their mental answer with the 
one given. Every good recitation will 
lave some review. Give more time to 
assigning than keeping pupils after 
>chool by reason of not understanding 
what was given to recite. 


Prof. Roth closed the summer meet- 


ng by advising the teachers to get all 
he information possible about school 
rver which they are going to preside.

He was evi- 
dently pleased that my mental grap- 
pling for a mutual friend had been so 
fortunate in its very first venture, and 
"his face was beaming with gratifica- 
tion as he added: "You know Caleb 
•Gordon, then! 
Fine old gentleman, 


sir; true- as steel and gentle as a 
woman; generous, too, generous to a 
fault."

fond hope of some day recovering the 
body. 
An hour later Mr. Winthrop and 


myself parted. 1 never saw-him again. 
Me took the train for Columbus, and 1 
continued my Journey north. 1 am a 
fairly good traveler, and I had a mid- 
dle lower berth, but 1 did not sleep 
well. 1 was restless, and when at last 
1 fell into a troubled slumber my 
.dreams were haunted by the horrors 
of the field hospital at Gettysburg, 
and the rumble of the cars seemed to 
my fevered brain the groans of dy- 
ing men. 
On the third day after my return to 


Philadelphia the servant brought to 
my study a card bearing the name of 
Caleb Gordon. He had come from Co- 
lumbus to recover the lost body of his 
son. The old gentleman was impa- 
tient, eager to leave for the field at 
once. 1 was anxious to help him and 
hopeful of success. 
1 canceled some 


engagements, postponed others and in 
48 hours was again on the way to Get- 
tysburg with Donald Gordon's iaiher 
beside me. During the first stage of! 
the journey he had drawn from me 
eagerly every detail of his son's death 
and burial, every little incident 1 
could remember of his last hours of 
life. After that the father relapsed 
into silent brooding, but as 1 watched 
his face I knew that the hope of eight 
years—the dearest hope of an old 
man's life must be realized or blighted 
by the outcome of that strange jour- 
ney. 


We stopped in the borough of Get- 


tysburg only long enough to enlist 
the services of two helpers—one of 
them Dr. Keeland, who had made a 
study of the burial trenches and had 
thereby been instrumental in recov- 
ering many bodies; the other, the doc- 
tor's negro driver, who was equipped 
with a spade and a long, narrow box. 
Then we drove together down the old 
Baltimore pike. The scene was a per- 
fect picture of peace and thrifty in- 
dustry. 1 never realized before what 
a wonderful difference so insignificant 
an element as the presence or absence 
of crazy fences make in the ensemble 
of a landscaape. Until we had forded 
Rock Creek at the same shallow ford 
and approached the old farm house, it 
seemed to me almost like a strange 
country we were traversing. But there 
at last was the same shambling porch 
where 1 first saw the long lines of 
wounded and dying men and the same 
wine-clad trellis that sheltered them 
from the cruel heat.

dooryard 
were 


blooming in all their splendor—just as 
they bloomed eight years before. It 
was the 13th day of July, eight years 
to a day since Donald Gordon died. It 
was the same place, and yet it was not 
the same place. My first bitter disap- 
pointment came when 1 learned that 
there was not a soul in that house 
who could help us accomplish our pur- 
pose, for the Wertz farm had passed 
into other hands. 


I walked around the corner of the 


vine-covered porch expecting to see 
the familiar old barn. The barn had 
vanished, too. The absence of the barn 
confused me, but I walked after the 
doctor as he followed the direction in- 
dicated by his memoranda. It was 
iol hard to locate where the stubble 
Held had been, for it was a spacious 
tract of many acres, but to locate the 
precise line of the trench was a far 
more delicate task.

President la ft last week named 134 


census supervisors, aud it is expected 
that the full 
number of supervisors 


oJO or one for every congressional dis- 
trict will be named at an early data. 
President Taft wrote a letter last week: 
indicating that census taking was to be' 
kept free of politics, addressed to those 
in charge of same saying. 


Beverly, Mass., August 11 1909 
My Dear Mr. Secretary : — 


"The taking of the census in- 


volves the appointment of some three 
hundred supervisors who in turn are 
to appoint many times that number of 
enumerators. Tbe supervisors are given 
complete discretion in tlie selection of 
enumerators respectneiy to act under 
them. The success of the census wi!l 
depend upon the efficiency aud sttict 
attention to duty of tbe supervisors 
aud upon the intelligence of the euu- 
merators and their faithful application 
to the business iu hand. 


Generally, there is a supen isor for 


each congressional district. It has beeu 
found to be the quickest and best 
means of selecting suitable supervisors 
to consult the congressmen and seti- 
ators as to competent candidates frotu 
their respective districts and states. 


'•This system can easily be pervert- 


ed to political purpo&es, if the supervi- 
sors are not forbidden to u»e it a= an 
instrument for influencing local and 
general elections and primaries m tlie 
interest 
of particular candidate? or 
It is not an unreasonable re- 


quirement that any one who' accepts 
an appointment a» supeivisor 01 as 
enumerator &ball during the term cf 
his employment and &erv ices av oid an 
active part in politics. 


••I. therefore, order, that m the tak- 


ing of the census you aud the director 
of the census embody therein a pro- 
vision that any supervisor or enutusr- 
ator that uses his colleagues to asoiat 
any party or any partie« in a primary 
or general election or who take^ a^y 
part other than merely casting his vote 
iu politics, national, state or local, 
either by service on a political commit- 
tee, by public addresses by the solici- 
tation of votes or otherwise shall at 
once be dismissed from the service. I 
wish to make this regulation to be 


i made as broad aud to have it enforced 
without exception. It is ot the high- 
est importance that the ceu.-us shouid 
be gathered 03- men of integrity so that 
the large amount of money expended 
shall not be made to serve the political 
purpose of any one.

How lo Destroy The Cabbage 


Worm and There is No Risk in 


Using Poisonous Washes. 


Following is a sample of the re- 


quests for information that are being 
received at present by the Division of 
fcoolony of the Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Harrisburg, as 
to ;he diseases aud insect enemies- of 
the grape, aud what to do to over- 
come the same: 


"Would you kiud'y 
inform 
me 


what to use for the pprayiugof grapes? 
My grapes, if they are uot put iu pap- 
er bags, are stuug, so that they drop 
ort" before they are ripe. The arapes 
become wormy, aud as a matter of 
course, never ripen. If a chance one 
does, it is not lit for use." 


Prot. H. A. Ssuiface, the State Zoolo- 


gist, in replying to the abcve. said : 
"The kind of remedy depend-* upon 
the trouble for which you wish to 
spray. In general you should spray 
for the prevention of Black Rot and 
Mildew, aud also prevent the Grape 
Kerry Moth larva from causing the 
grape berries to become wormy. Ttie 
larva is to be killed by applying a 
poison belore it enters ttie berry, the 
s-auie as iu spraying for the Codling 
Moth larva, which must be killed be- 


au arsenical spray, such as Paris 
green or arsenate of lead. The latter 
is to be preferred because it slicks 
better, aud a greater <|uauity can be 
used without injury to the 
foliage, 


consequently the poisoning is more 
certain. 1 would recommend for the 
Grape Berry Moth, three pounds of 
arseuate of lead iu lifty gal lot.s of 
water, or in that proportion, which 
means about one ounce to a jrallou. 


"For the Black Hot, aud disease.-- of 


the leaf, you should spray with Bor- 
deaux mixture, iiiakiugthe lirstappli-' 
cation as soon as the berries are well 
formed, aud continuing this every 
two or three weeks,-aud especially re- 
peating it after a hard ram, until the 
fruit is full grown aud ready to ripen. 
The Bordeaux mixture is made by 
using three pounds of copper sulfate, 
and four pounds of quick lime iu lifty 
gallons of water. You can add an ar- 
senical poison to t.his mixture with- 
out the use of additional water, aud j 
thus apply an insecticide and fungi 
cide at the same time. 
i 


"The poison spray for the Grape 


Berry Moth should be used about 
the time the berry reaches the size of 
a small cherry seed, or shortly beiore, 
aud repeated once in two or three 
weeks with the Bordeaux mixture. 
If arseuic of lead caunot be obtained 
one-third pound of Pans green in fifty 
gallons of the liquid will give good re- 
sults. Where the berries are infested 
they should be picked off and destroy- 
ed, to prevent further development 
of the pests."

Destroying The Cabbage Worm 
A number of Pennsylvania cabbage 


growers wrote to Prof. H. A. Surface, 
The State Zoologist, for instructions 
!u regard to destroying the cabbage 
Worm, which has become quite a seri- 
ous pest of the cabbage crop. For the 
benefit of all growers, State Zoologist 
Surface has given out the following 
information : 


"The cabbage worm is most easily 


destroyed by the use of au arsenical 
application. 
Most of our successful 


cabbage growers use about two pounds 
of arseuate of lead in lifty gallons of 
water, or one pound of Paris green in 
the same amount of water. The ar- 
seuateoflead sticks better than the 
Paris green, especially on cabbage 
leaves, aud is to be preferred. The 
liquid bearing the poison should be 
blown well arouud the cabbage leaves 
with a good fine spray iioz/Ie, apply- 
iug it as a fine mist but not in drops. 
It sticks much better when put ou in 
u line mist, than 
from a sprinkling 
applied in drops. 


'•If it be not convenient to apply the 


poison as a spray, it can be mixed 
with thirty limes its bulk of Paris 
green or air-slacked lime, aud applied 
as a dust. The best results from this 
will come from making the appli- 
cation iu the evening, or in the morn- 
ing while the dew is on. The use of 
arsenites iu the dust or powder form i 
is recommended, especially on ?:nall j 
premises where the owner does uot i 
have a spray pump.
